Ono 0 f the tilings I laid, aside when he came here is an enormously detailed ana complex 
scries of interrogatories submitted by the government in out suit for damages from 
the consequences of helicopters and sonic booms at our farm. I know teat m general i have 
mentioned this to you before, but never in detail. I hope when you are soon here we can 
forgot about other tilings the discussion of -hick would seem to serve no useful purp 
now, discuss what can, ana find a little time for this. It will not taice a lot oi time, 
will not involve you personally in our problems, and! think you will come „o see timu w 
offer great opportunities for others in this litigation, for winch wo have already established 
precedent. The real possibility is extending that precedent to cover damage to humans. 

That noise, measured in artificialities like decibles, causes damage, is not new. 

That is causes damages in other ways in not, to the best of my knowledge, ostablishea as 
a ratter of law. Wo provide medicine and ecology exactly this possibility, inere is not 
any doubt of the fact. What wo need is technical assistance in presenting it properly m 
court. The medical and other records exist, and they arc or unfortunate clarity, there 
came a time when I was forced to keep and I did make and keep the. most detailed records 
of observations and reactions, and in all cases they cure supported, with a vaue variety 
of collaboration ranging fro:, my correspondence with samara to out Group 

Lil became as conditioned as Pavlov's dogs. The only meaningful ana reasonable consultation. 

I ever had with psychiatrists was onthis point, UUa then had a toiler -rmy expert, a jJr, 

Casey, who lias since left the area if ho still lives. I first consulted ui alone nnd tuon 
.ith Lil. a© founu that her reactions were a sign not of mental illness bu., the opposx o» 
that if she did not react she would be sick, that mental health requires reaction to this 
kind of stimulus. Thus it is on his advice that we abandoned our farm, wnere we could have 
lived with virtually no overhead at all, because he said it was an urgen. necessity for Lil. 

His advice tliat we novo as fast as we could lias tumea out to oo good aavtu.ee, loi graeuoaliy 
her reactions have diminished, w ther consequences, in my belief, linger, out she is no 
longer a. nicked by helicopters flying near us and as recently as Tito a visit tuere were 
quite a" few near us, although not as low or as noisy as when wo liveu at liyautstown. 

We have a good set or records, and wo are available for questioning and extumration, 
and I think the emotional consequences of this kind of abuse by aviation can oe establishe 
very easily through us. Tliis will be of ebenfit to others more than to us, lor altnough it 
will help us, it will also become precedent. To make tiiis comprehensible to any of your 
experienced staff people who might be able to help us themselves or by referring us to those 
of competence iaiov/n to thorn, lot no make tliis i ortho r explanation 0 no sue unu^r a i u^ 
trespass. Wo thus established the property owner's ownorsliip 01 the airsapee auove ni- i . P Y 
to the point needed to enjoy his constitutional right to own property. In our case the judge 
held that at an elevation of 000 feet the aviation caused damage ana was trespassing, oj as 
he told the federal attorney in my presence, in the current case, tus precedent having been 
' established and the fact tliat damage resuls from such trespass also being established, all 
we have to do is estbalish the extent of this damage. The case is, m eiiect, already wo . 
ai tliat lias to be done it to set a figure on the damage. To now we have sued for damage to 
‘our chickens only. In this suit we sue for the value of the property lost and for tne 
personal injury to us. If we establish the fact of the injury, we have already won 
entire oart of the case. It is here and only her.-, tliat I seeic technical Help, na Cotaol-olang 
that such tilings can ann do cause emotional injury W ..las really means a coupe ten. tvdua, . 
of us and a competent interpretation of the existing medical record, in our case at a single 
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medical point going bade to before Y/orld Y/ar II# 

, Trying to explain this further casts me in part in a professional role I cannot fill, 
but I 11 give you a couple of what I think are the simpler and loss unpleasant examples, 
kirst 1 pick up with something that in haste i omitted above. Although in our successful 
suit we go c but a nominal settlement, only because the city lawyer was fifraid of country 
things and because lie didn't prepare the case or even interview a single witness before 
he met them outside the courtroom (part of my education about lawyers;, the government uas 
worried about t he precedent. It appealed, didn^t decide when tliat time ran out, asked for 
an extension of time, and finally decided not to appeal. The first case tliat used ours as 
a precedent went to the supreme ^ourt and was affirmed. 1 'hus the precedent is already 
affirmed at tlio highest judicial level. In tliai; case people wlio are- total strangers to us 
got, as I recall, d 5, 000, 000 in an airport case. 

By means of these medical records, v/e can, I think, establish when I first began to 
develop 1 anxiety mid what the consequences of this trespass and damage was on the anxiety 
alone. Such tilings as when tranquilizers were first prescribed, when without knowing there 
was such a tiling as anxiety I consulted doctors about what I now know to be the classic 
symttoms of axxiety. I remember quite clearly where and when the first meprobamate was 
prescribed, for example, it was a physicians sampke tho doctor gave mo to try. Equanil. 

I believe the records will show tliis kind of tiling clearly and that it will dovetail with 
tho thing over wliich wo 3ucd. 

One of the less uhpleasant results with Lil is a very painful one 1*11 never forget, 
livery year I used to attend the Maryland nutrition conference, then in Washington and in 
February. *ou do not knou it, but I did much original scientific work in tliis area, and 
some of .hat I did for drug houses led th^ A 'ood and Drug Administration to make presentations 
to their vet. medical staff. The last tine I went to that conference, I think it wa- in 
1964 , I had obtained certain scientific literature from the British Embassy, had gone over 
it and marked up wliatlw .rited Lil to type up for use in tho case in court. Y/o then iiad the 
disaster of Warren's former lav? clerk as out lawyer, some tiling that didn't become a 
jroblcm until Y/MITLWhdlH. I was preparing tliis for him. I went to tho conference and, as was 
also usual, dined with an old friend, the director of research for Ciba (.animal products), 

Br. Goorge Beloff. Ly recollections after all this time are keen. We w-.nt to Hogates, by 
cab, nit using ny car, I had a (great) lobster, etc. When I got home, nil was abed and 
sldweririg like X'vo never seen anyone sliiwer. She complained of cold althou.gh th ; place 
was warm, she was well-covered and she v/as warm to the touch, her pulse and brea tiling were 
more rapid tiian I have ever know- and her temperature was, for her, fantastically liigh. I 
couldn't warm her with my o\m body, and she slii veered so violently it shook me. I got out 
of bed, phoned tho doctor in LC, and he decided (correctly) that tliis was not physical in 
origins, he asked what tranquilizers we had, I told iiird mepro., ana he toldne to give- her 
4 lai’ge dose, Lhe liad told mo tliis liad come on hor while she was doing this typing, and it 
seems to have been tho case, for there was no tiling else she liad been doing. I was terrified. 
The doctor told .e I could take her to tho closest hospital Yin wliich I had no confidence), 
tliat as an alternative 1 could being iier into the clinic tlie next nionring, his recommenda- 
tion, and not to v?orry about waking him, to keep him informed. I dressed and pout tho rest 
of the night just sitting and wa telling Lil. The tranquilier ultimately liad some effect. But 
when it was time to tako her into the clinic, she liacl virtually no control over herself. I 
phoned her mother to come around and help her dress. I drove her to the clinic in v/asiiington 
and di as the doctor had directed, too her right to the lab for tests the natur of which 
ho liad communicated to it by phone. V/e were among the first patients there. There was a lino. 

I was right behind 3 ier. Suddenly she just collapsed and temporarily lost all or part 
consciousness. They immediately called for a neurologists. I remember him quite clearly. I 
i ad never hoard of him before. I can describe the details of all of tliis with great precision, 
ouch was its impact on rae, even to where they took Lil and where tliis doctor took no after 
ho examined her, what ho told me, etc. ilis immediate opinion wad that I10 would not rule out 
a stroke, that tho superficial indications were of a stioke on the right side, lie was an 
Indian who really worked for the BUI and was there on a special study, ids m-xie is Void. 
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Clear enough? Well, thu ultimate decision wan em otional reaction, no r-troko. 1 
nhoned "our" lawyer, he met mo there, consulted the hierarchy about jotting the reooxus, 
£d what ke saw was’so reflected in hi, face I can lW» how 1 looked.
